Following are more detailed comments on United States 
draft:- 


The preamble is very defective. It quite fails to 
bring out clearly that it is a trusteeship that is being 


set up and that the United Nations itself is the administering 
suthority, This cannot be squared with Article 81 of the 


Charter which requires these matters to be explicitly 
stated. 


2. The use o. the term "temporary authority" is 
undesirable. Chapter 12 of the Charter Says nothing about 
authorising the United Nations as such, or anyone else, to 
exercise "temporary" authority over territories. The effect 
of the Chapter doubtless is to enable United Nations authority 
to be exercised over a territory by way of trusteeship and 
trusteeship can always be for a limited period or for a 
specific purpose within the scope of Article 76.
